Still Need Campus 


Yesterday’s defeat of the jun- 
ior college proposition decided 
nothing, merely left us where 
we were before the vote. 

The fact remains: our boys 
and girls are going to the most 
primitive junior college in the 
state and something will have to 
be done about it sooner or later. 

While R. C. Hoiles may claim 
victory in the college’s defeat, 
the vast majority will not agree 
that education beyond the sixth 
grade at public expense is detri- 
mental or that children of the 
rich should be educated and the 
rest put to work as soon as they 
have learned readin’, ’ritin’ and 
*rithmetic. 

Anyway, we’ll give Mr. Hoiles 
full credit for defeating the 
college, but it’s an accomplish- 
ment of which we, personally, 
would not care to boast. 

The college received a deci- 
sive majority, but narrowly 
missed the two-thirds required 
to authorize bonds. If about 140 
of the “no” votes had been cast 
for the proposition instead, it 
would have passed. 

Approximately 4000 votes 
were cast in favor of the col- 
lege despite the Hoiles smoke- 
sereen of side issues that had 
nothing to do with the proposi- 
tion of erecting a college. 

As it looks to us, the fight for 
a junior college has just started. 
There’s really ground for en- 
couragement in yesterday’s vote. 

Let us renew our determina- 
tion to build a college worthy

To- 
day a battle in the war for social 
progress is weging. A number 
of men in public office have 
proved by their actions that 
they are against the better in- 
terests of the people. Of course, 
they cloak their acts with the 
pretense of the public good. 
President Roosevelt, in an effort 
to bring the thing out into the 
open, perhaps has stuck his neck 
out. But that, in the ong run, is 
of little importance. What mat- 
ters is whether the people shall 
havé the vision, to defeat their 
ill-doers, or be taken in by 
them, as sad to relate, is mostly 
occurring now. 

As in the past, the fight for 


human betterment is long and .- 


arduous. Sometimes—perhaps 
usually—it is made more diffi- 
cult by the people themselves. 
What is happening today is but 
a brief clash in that never-end- 
ing encounter. President Roose- 
velt has only pointed the way. 
Long after he has gone the fight 
shall still wage.
